To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tendring  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Tendring  Rural  District 
for  1957 •  This  year  a  change  appears.  ?/e  have  produced 
the  Report  in  duplicated  form  to  facilitate  its  earlier 
presentation.  Furthermore,  with  this  object  in  view,  the 
section  on  statistics,  which  cannot  be  prepared  until  the 
end  of  April,  appears  separately  at  the  end  of  this  preamble. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

1957  will  be  remembered  for  the  large  number  of 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  East  Essex.  In 
this  District  21  cases  were  notified  of  which  I6  cases  were 
confirmed  as  having  poliomyelitis,  11  of  which  were  non¬ 
paralytic  and  5  paralytic.  It  is  fortunate  that  the 
epidemic  which  occurred  in  neighbouring  authorities  did  not 
spread  eastwards. 

The  large  number  of  children  who  suffered  from 
measles  is  the  main  cause  of  the  increased  number  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease  which  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  TiThooping  Cough  was  greater  than 
the  previous  year,  and  serves  as  a  reminder  that  immunisation 
against  this  disease  is  desirable. 

One  case  of  enteric  fever  was  notified  during  the 
year  and  this  case  was  easily  traced  to  a  "carrier"  living 
in  another  district. 
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II'MUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  during 
the  year.  A  large  number  of  children  were  immunised.  Much 
comment  appeared  in  the  National  Press,  particularly  during 
the  time  at  which  outbreaks  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  programme  of  immunisation 
envisaged  in  the  immediate  future  is  to  include  expectant 
mothers,  who  seem  particularly  vulnerable  to  the  paralytic 
form  of  the  disease. 

In  the  past  nine  years  notifications  of  diphtheria 
throughout  the  country  have  fallen  from  3? 575  "to  51 •  Deaths 
from  diphtheria  have  decreased  in  the  same  period  from  156  to 
8.  In  the  County  of  Essex  6l  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notified  in  1948  and  only  2  in  1956?  and  the  deaths  from  the 
disease  have  fallen  from  5  in  1948  to  none  in  1956. 

It  must  not  bo  forgotten,  however,  that  diphtheria 
is  still  a  deadly  disease  and  immunisation  is  the  only  safe¬ 
guard  . 


■''/hooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  immunisation  continue. 
The  outbreak  of  smallpox  that  occurred  in  London  during  the 
summer  led  to  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  vaccination  against 
the  disease.  The  incident  itself  reminded  us  of  the  presence 
of  smallpox  and  that  with  the  increased  speed  of  travel 
precautions  must  continue  to  be  taken. 

CONFERENCE  IN  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

In  the  early  part  of  December  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  accepted  an  invitation  I  extended  to  them 
to  hold  a  three  hour  conference  in  Health  Education  for  Members 
of  the  Councils  for  each  of  the  Authorities  for  whom  I  act. 

The  conference  was  a  considerable  success.  Both 
Dr,  Dalzell  Ward,  the  Deputy  Director,  and  Mr.  Porter  spoke 
on  the  scope  of  Health  Education  and  the  modes  and  methods 
used.  Interest  was  aroused  and  many  questions  v/ere  put  to 
each  of  the  lecturers  and  the  ensuing  discussions  were  most 
enlightening. 

The  conference  was  held  in  the  Couiicil  Chamber  at 
Clacton.  Tea  was  provided  during  the  interval  and  this  gave 
Councillors  a  fine  opportunity  to  discuss  with  the  lecturers 
any  points  v/hich  they  wished. 
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HOUSING 


The  procedure  for  dealing  v/ith  unfit  houses  has 
always  heen  a  difficult  and  complicated  task.  A  considerable 
shortage  of  good  houses  in  the  district  still  exists.  The 
opposition  of  an  owner  to  demolition  is  understandable,  but 
when  a  tenant  is  apathetic  about  moving  into  a  Council  house 
because  of  the  increased  rent  or  because  he  must  move  into 
another  parish,  the  task  becomes  very  discouraging.  When 
individual  unfit  houses  are  widely  dispersed  in  a  large  rural 
area  the  local  authority  are  not  always  in  a  position  to 
build  new  houses  economically  in  the  near  vicinity  of  those 
demolished.  In  addition  to  these  difficulties,  the 
restriction  on  capital  spending  may  well  bring  about  some 
complacency  in  considering  the  public  health  importance  of 
good  housing  to  the  community  as  a  whole.  At  present  our 
slum  clearance  programme  has  outstripped  the  building 
programme,  with  the  obvious  result  that  further  progress  with 
slum  clearance  is  impeded.  In  some  v/ay  all  these  problems 
must  be  overcome  if  we  are  to  rid  the  district  of  the  low 
standard  dwellings.  A  valuable  contribution  would  be  the 
erection  of  more  small  units  of  accommodation  for  aged 
persons. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957 j  has  caused  much  controversy. 

It  may  result  in  some  repair  work  being  carried  out,  but 
improvements  are  not  intended.  The  Act  is  rather  complicated 
and  the  procedure  would  have  seemed  simpler  if  landlords  had 
been  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  fitness  from  the 
local  authority  before  being  able  to  claim  a  rent  increase. 
Correct  completion  of  the  forms  presents  a  difficult  problem 
to  many  tenants  and  landlords. 

CAMPING  GROUNDS  AND  CAR/iVANS 

Caravan  camping  grounds  for  seasonal  use  continue 
to  be  enlarged  and  increased  in  number.  There  are  a  number 
of  caravans  occupied  permanently,  due  to  (a)  shortage  of  suit¬ 
able  houses  and  (b)  the  preference  of  some  people  for  this 
existence . 

There  are  now  approximately  1,400  caravans  in  this 
district  for  seasonal  use,  despite  the  attempts  of  the  County 
Planning  Authority  and  the  District  Council  to  check  the 
growth,  particularly  where  main  drainage  is  not  available. 
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-•  ,.The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
which  concern  caravans,  now  seem  inadequate.  If  had  or 
inadequate  sanitation  must  he  tolerated*  for  42  consecutive  or 
60  intermittent  days,  no  licence  being  required  for  these 
periods,  then  there  seems  to  he  little  purpose  in  bothering 
about  another  week  or  so,  quite  apart  from  the  extremely 
cumbersome  procedure  of  attempting  to  prove  that  a  caravan  has 
been  occupied  for  more  than  the  permitted  period. 

A  comprehensive  set  of  byelaws  relating  to  caravans 
seems  badly  needed. 

MKVT  IHSPECTIOH 

I 

The  number  of  animals  killed  in  the  four  private 
slaughterhouses  at  Little  Clacton,  Tendring,  Wix  and  Mistley 
was  4,489.  This  is  6I6  more  than  last  year  and  is  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered.  All 
animals  slaughtered  were  inspected,  but  approximately  70^  of 
the  meat  inspection  continued  to  be  done  in  the  evenings,  early 
mornings,  and  every  Sunday,  and  involved  a  considerable  amount 
of  travelling.  It  is  unfortunate  that  tv/o  and  more  hours  duty 
each  Sunday  should  continue  to  bo  heoessary  and  it  is  difficult 
to  understand  why  there  is  delay  in  amending  the  Meat  Regula¬ 
tions  accordingly. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  reliable  tradesmen  in 
our  slaughterhouses  vVho  are  Co-operative  and  helpful,  but  the 
importance  of  100^  meat  inspection  is  evident  when  it  is 
considered  that  3  tons  13  cwts  8  lbs  of  meat  had  to  be  con¬ 
demned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  principal  causes 
of  condemnation  were  tuberculosis,  distomatosis  of  liver 
(flukes),  toxaemia^  septicaemia,  emaciation  and  parasitic 
conditions . 

GEHERiiL 

We  were  Sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr.  L.  W. 
Eckersley  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Mr.-  Eckersley  has  joined 
the  World  Health  Organisation  as  a  Sanitarian  and  has  travelled 
to  Lucknow,  India  to  undertake  an  assignment  in  this  locality. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year,  which 
was  by  no  means  an  easy  one  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
control  of  infectious  disease.  To  the  Public  Health

the  population  of  the  district  has  increased  by  I70  since 
mid  1956.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  mains  supply  of  water  is.ohtained  from  the 
Tondring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company's  Dedham  Pumping  Station. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the 
area  of  the  Tendring  Rural  District  v/hich  lies  within  the 
Company's  statutory  area,  in  the  12  months  ended  31st 
December,  1957s  amounted  to  153*838  million  gallons,  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  0.421  million  gallons. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes 
during  the  year  was  89*818  million  gallonsj  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.246  million  gallons.  The  total  amount 
taken  through  trade  meters  was  64*020  million  gallons 5  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  O.I76  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and 
trade)  made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Rural 
District,  amounted  to  126,  making  a  total  number  of  4sS09 
connections  on  the  31st  December,  1957* 

Approximately  69I  yards  of  new  main  were  laid  in 
the  Rural  District  during  the  year,  making  a  total  length 
01.. 99^  miles  laid  to  the  end  of  the  year.  (This  is  exclusive 
of  449  yards  in  Lawford  Pumping  Station) .

REM/IRKS 


These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  have  a  reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality 
and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  minute  trace  of  iron. 
The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its 
content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are 
not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a  water  which  is 
pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes. 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 

SEWEHIGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Major  improvements  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council's  Engineer  using  direct  labour ,  at  the  Ardleigh 
Sewage  Works,  to  overcome  stream  pollution.  There  is  need 
for  several  new  schemes  of  main  drainage  and  much 
reconstruction  of  old  sev/ers  in  many  parts  of  the  district | 
this  will  involve  very  large  expenditure.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  collection  routine  has  continued  -with  little 
change,  but  the  work  increases  and  \¥ill  continue  to  do  so  as 
more  houses  are  erected  and  more  and  larger  caravan  camping 
grounds  develop,  together  with  the  extensive  development 
envisaged  in  the  southern  part  of  our  district.  Approx¬ 
imately  25  per  cent  of  the  premises  receive  weekly  and  the 
remainder  fortnightly  collections.  More  than  6,000  tons  of 
refuse  were  disposed  of  in  the  year. 

Three  tipping  sites  are  used  to  avoid  excessively 
long  hauls  by  the  vehicles.  The  Weeley  tip  was  completed 
very  early  in  the  year  and  was  replaced  by  one  at  Tendring. 

A  contractor  with  a  large  bulldozer  was  engaged  to  consol¬ 
idate  and  level  the  site,  but  top  soil  is  needed  to  make  the 
ground  suitable  for  agricultural  use.  It  has  been  useful 
as  a  site  in  which  to  dispose  the  contents  of  the  cesspool 
emptying  machines. 

The  Tendring  site  is  very  suitable,  but  it  is 
unfortunate  that  its  life  will  not  be  as  long  as  originally 
anticipated  owing  to  the  increasing  amount  of  refuse 
collected.  Large  ready  made  excavations  are  not  available 
where  they  are  needed,  and  future  sites  will  be  low  lying 
scrubland  with  the  inevitable  need  for  excavating  machinery. 

The  LaY/ford  marshland  tip  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  district’  will  be  useful  for  many  years.  The  Parkeston 
tip  has  little  space  remaining  and  we  wore  fortunate  in  being 
permitted  to  tip  in  the  Borough  of  Harwich  where  areas  of  the 
foreshore  are  being  reclaimed  in  a  very  successful  manner. 
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The  Council  have  decided  to  purchase  a  Bray  four- 
wheel  drive  loading  shovel  which  will  enable  more  efficient 
tip  control 5  better  use  of  sites,  and  some  economy  of  labour o 
However,  should  the  quantity  of  refuse  collected  continue  to 
increase  at  the  present  rate  then  an  increase  in  the  labour 
force  concerned  with  the  service  v;ill  be  inevitable. 


The  estimated  cost  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  for  the  year  1956-57  was  £952  per  1,000  properties 
and  £330  per  1,000  population.  This  is  a  favourable 
comparison  with  the  average  figures  for  rural  districts 
quoted  in  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Cost¬ 
ing  Returns  of  £1,559  per  IjOOO  properties  and  £485  per 
1,000  population.
